THE Oil. INDUSTRY. 

Having done tho town let us turn our 
attention to its ” life blood," for the pr a 
perity of the town so thoroughly depends 
upon the active circulation of this pro- 
duct of the earth that any stagnation 
is at once p rceptlbh- In the business cir- 
cle, and you have only to converse with 
any of Its merchants to tell at once how 
” oil ” is quoted on ” ’change.” 

Petrolea is essentially an oil town ; it 
had its Inception in oil . Its early stages 
were fostered and supported by oil, and its 
present activity is the dlr-r-ct result of oil 
production. 

Beside this below the soil there is an 
inexhaustible bed of salt, which will be 
a source of wealth when developed, but 
another feature that has added to the 
prosperity of the place Is the fertile soil 
that surrounds it. The oil business made 
that surrounds it. The oil business has- 
tened the settlement of the county of 
Lambton. 

In its natural state this country was 
covered with an immense growth of elm. 
ash. oak and other woods, which falling 
into the water courses damned back the 
water and formed what was known a few 
years ago as the ‘ S a amps of Lambt n.”

In fact, judging from the attributes Tind 
surroundings, there is no place in the 
western peninsula possessing mure promis- 
ing prospects of thrifty permanence than 
this, the metropolis of the oil belt, provid- 
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tog, of course, tnat the oil Industry con- 
tinues in a thrifty and prosperous condi- 
tion, and that the money invested in its 
development yields a profitable return to 
tbe 'investors. 

It is not in the province of the writer 
to attempt a solution of the problems 
suggested at -this point, but rather only 
to give a description of this industry. In 
fact, any effort to present other than the 
views elicited by a series of interviews 
with leading citizens would only lead to 
discussion, and this article is therefore 
limited in its scope. 

“ Is your business in a prosperous con 
dition ?” was the query propounded to a 
gentleman thoroughly acquainted with the 
situation. 

" At present it is not as lively as usual, 
and there are not quite so many wells 
being sunk, owing largely to the rcceut 
agitation and the amount of unc.*rtai:ty 
which has surrounded it for the last year 
but comparing it now with ten years ago 
It certainly shows very marked progress. * 

“ During the ten years from 1381 to 1891 
the population of the Dominion, accorl- 
ing to the census returns, Increased 11/6 
per cent. According to the return of the 
government inspector of refined o 1 fo.- 
the year ending 30th June, 1881, t ie 
amount used dur.ng that year was 6,103,- 
325 gallons, while for the year ending 
30th June, 1891, the amount w r as 10.989,270 
gallons, showing an increase of 4,885.946 
gallons, or .80 per cent. It is claimed, too, 
that the price has been reduced 40 to 60 
per cent, in that time. Besides this it 
must not be forgotten that science has 
lent its aid to this industry as well as 
others, and that now the crude oil is put 
to other than illuminating purposes, and 
every particle is made use of in the man- 
ufacture of lubricating oil, parallne, naph- 
tha, gasoline and coke, the doctor, thv 
druggist, the cook, and in faat everybody 
uses it now in one form or another, each 
of these departments needing different ap- 
pliances. more capital and increased la- 
bor In their production." 

" There is no standing still,” said an- 
other oil refiner and producer, 
" there can be no standing still. 

We liave gone on actively risk- 
ing our money, and we think we can 
meet all the requirements of increased 
production and lowered prices, and what 
we ask Is that after what we deem th .*

it invested either in wells or refineries, 
and are depending upon It for their sus- 
tenance In their declining years, would 
be made beggars ; and, more than that, 
one of the country’s sources of wealth 
would be stopped, and it has few e ough 
at present In active operation.” 

“ Here is another side of the question,” 
said one of the most prominent producers 
and refiners. “ The manufacturers are 
blamed for the very high price of oil 
throughout the country, while they have 
nothing to do>. with dt The oil is sold 
to the dealers f.o.b cars here In tanks or 
in barrels, and they (the dealers) lav s 
been charging a price that in many In- 
stances gave them more profit t'.ia i the 
producer and refiner have been getting 
for the oil itself, barrels Included. 

“ And yet, while the retailer needs but 
little capital and takes no risk, the pro- 
ducer and refiner must invest their mil- 
lions of dollars, encounter difficulties and 
losses that the uninitiated never dr a* 
of. before the oil is ready for shipment. 
That has been the worst thorn in the 
flesh, said he, and then, more than that, 
warming up to the subject, why don’t 
people make inquiries and get postel be- 
fore they commence to talk or write 
about a subject like this. We haven t 
got anything to hide. There are no com- 
bines here, and we are not afraid to let 
anybody know what is going on, but 
this business is not just quite the same 
as other industries. It is unique, and de- 
mands a little investigation and careful 
study of the details before any pers >n 
can say this must be so or that mast be 
done in that particular manner. Fair p ay 
Is all we ask, and I am sure when the 
facts are all known that we will get it.” 
But let us return to our descriptive 
notes, and In' doing so to urge every 
visitor to Petrolea to not fail to see a well 
torpedoed. It may be well to explain 
that the finishing process of every new 
well is to explode at the bottom from

By the time these facts are noted the 
man in charge wl*l be ready with h s 
innocent-looking but really dr adful in- 
gredient.

It costs 31 to 
$5 per quart, and therefore a "torpedo" 
costs from 332 to 360. The receptacle is 
a tin tube several feet in length and a 
little less diameter than the boring. After 
this tube is filled a fuse, known as the 
“ devil’s squib," is attached to t.ie top.

“ Nearly two minutes will elapse after 
I light the fuse and drop the charge.

was born at Cleveland, O., came to Lon- 
don, Ont., in 1870, and went into the oil 
refining business. He established a 
refinery at Hamilton in 1875. Shortly af- 
terwards he purchased the "Big Still" 
refinery here, owned by Messrs. Parsons, 
tegether with a large block of oil terri- 
tory. He then moved here, and made this 
his headf-iuarters. He enlarged the re- 
finery, and made It the finest works at 
that time in Canada. The refinery under 
his proprietorship was known as the 
"Sliver Star." In 1880 the Imperial Oil 
company was formed.

A. T. GURD. 

Alfred T. Gurd was born on the cast 
bank of the river St. Clair, In the town- 
ship of Moore, county of Lambton, March

ly attended the Sarnia grammar school 
Mr. Gurd was early employed in the 
mercantile house of Wm. Stewart at Sar- 
nia, where he remained until 1870, when 
he removed to Petrolea and engaged in 
a limited way in the production of oil. 
For several years he experienced all of 
the vicissitudes incident to the oil oper- 
ator, but in 1880 his fortunes became of 
a more stable character, and shortly after 
his circumstances took on an air of de- 
cided prosp rity. Mr. Gurd’s oil inter- 
ests are at Oil Springs, where he owns 
a large tract of land and many produc-

ing and engaged in the production of oil, 
in which he is still interested. To-day he 
is the largest producer of crude oil in Can- 
ada. In addition to the oil industry, 
wfileh he has pursued uninterruptedly, 
Mr. Fairbank is a merchant, a banker and 
farmer. In 1865 he established the 
hardware house now conduced by Van 
Tuyl & Fairbank, and in 1869 the pre- 
sent banking firm of Vaughn & Fair- 
bank. In 1882 he was elected by the Lib- 
erals of East Lambton to represent them 
in the Dominion, parliament, but was de- 
feated in 1887. Mr. Fairbank'. s four years’ 
parliamentary career was creditable in a 
marked degree— his speeches upon bank- 
ing, the Canadian Pacific railway, the 
Franchise bill and the postoffice savings 
bank deserved and received marked con- 
sideration. He* has been prominent in 
commercial, industrial, financial and poli- 
tical circles and has been the earnest ad- 
vocate of every practical measure having 
for its object the promotion of the in- 


tive wells. Notwithstanding the vigilant 
supervision he exercises over his oil In- 
dustry, he has devoted considerable at- 
tention to municipal affairs. Mr. Gurd 
occupies a beautiful brick residence, 
which adds much to the beauty of the 
street and locality by Its neart and well 
kept grounds and is one of the first good 
houses built In the town, and Is furnish- 
ed in the most modern style. 

H. J. DAWSON, 

the senior member of the Jaw firm 
of Dawson & Genizen, has been 
one of the builders of the town, having 
come here in the early days.

Now his writing- 
are more sober and solid, while his tongue 
seems touched with a richer humor tha 
ever. Ho was the first writer engaged 
on The Evening Telegram in 1876, ami he 
edited that paper for twelve years. His 
bright, crisp, sharp editorial work gave 
the new paper a wide reputation and 
great popularity, and. combined with an 
energetic business management, The Tele 
gram at once leaped into a popular favor 
which It has ever since retained. Some 
of Mr. Plrie's best work was done in 
the gallery of the local legislature, and 
he has also served as a special corr__ 
ponden t In the gallery of the house ...f 
commons. 

He was for a time, immediately ful 
lowing his withdrawal from The Tele- 
gram, the chief writer on The Montreal 
Star, and it was that journal that he 
represented at Ottawa. He retired from 
The Star three or four years ago and 
became owner of The Dundas Banner, 
for many years one of the best and most, 
influential journals in the country, and 
which at least has not lost in brightness 
and strength, or declined in popularity 
or ureetige, under Mr. Plrie’s manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Pirie has contributed to The Week. 
The North American Fteviow and other 
high class Journals and maga- 
zines. and from his pen Grip has 
received some of Its brightest contri- 
butions. For more than twenty years Mr. 
Pirie has done editorial writing. His 
English is pure and strong. He uses 
plain, simple words, never rants, never 
gets on stilts, never seeks to dazzle with 
adjectives or imposing sentences. His 
wit Is keen and penetrating, but it never 
wounds. His jokes have no " victims.” 
The subject upon whom Mr. Pirie may 
practir-e enjoys the joke as heartily and 
as unaffectedly as the audience for which 
it is written or spoken. As an after-din- 
ner speaker Mr. Pirie is absolutely un- 
rivalled. He is a mine of royal, rollick- 
ing humor, of humor always fresh, sym- 
pathetic and unrestrained. He goes from 
joke to joke, from story to stcry, with a 
frank and easy abandonment to the busi- 
ness in hand that make one fear that if 
he should ever become more reckless 
than Oliver Wendell Holmes and dare to 
be " as funny as he can.” few of us would 
ever fully recover from the effects. He is 
a first-rate political campaigner, and in 
the political conflict ho can be strong, 
keen and aggressive, as when occasion 
demands he can prove that he is master 
of a chaste, persuasive and sympathetic 
eloquence. But while Mr. Pirie is un- 
questionably a Liberal, he can never 
be a mere partlzan. The narrow partizan 
is badly fitted for the business of journal- 
ism, as narrow partizanship is very dif- 
ferent from broad, earnest attachment 
to a set of political principles which may 
from the platform of a political party. 

Mr. Pirie is very popular with his fel- 
low-journalists both in. city and country. 
For some years he has taken an active 
interest in the affairs of the Canadian 
Press association, an l a couple of months 
ago was elected its president by a unani- 
mous vote. Mr. Pirie married the eldest 
laughter of Mr. Joseph McCausland of 
Jarvis street. 'Toronto. He has become 
as popular In Dundas and the Went- 
worths as ho was and is in Toronto, 
where so many years of his life were 
spent, and it Is a safe prediction that he 
will yet become as prominent and influ- 
ential in politics as he Is In Journalism.
